Insect Alerts

Ants 
invading homes have 
become a problem this month 
in many areas of Ohio. Anta 
feed on human food and are 
troublesome household pests. 
Some feed on sweets while 
others prefer meat and grease 
AU ants bite and some may 
sting, reports WiUiam F. Lyon, 
extension entomologist at The 
Ohio State University. 
There are several types of 
ants, but the control measures 
are similar for each type. The 
first step is to trace the ants’ 
line of march from the food 
source to the approximate nest 
location. 
The nests may be outdoors, 
or in the house — within a wall, 
partition, under flooring, under 
papers, or in a corner behind 
household 
appliances. 
Once 
you've located the neat, or the 
m arch to and from it, use an 
insecticide treatment. 
Use 
liquid 
household 
in­ 
secticides such as 2 per cent 
chlordane 
or 
2 
per 
cent 
malathion 
(premium 
grade). 
Other 
insecticides, 
such 
as 
diazinon, dichlorvos (Vapona), 
dieldrin, 
and 
lindane, 
when 
formulated in a “ready-to-use” 
aerosol space spray, can be 
used indoors when stated on tne 
label for ants. 
Paint or spray surfaces over 
which ants are crawling in their 
line 
of 
march. 
Treat 
only 
limited areas and not entire 
walls or floors. 
Never 
con­ 
taminate food, water, dishes, or 
utensils. 
Let the 
spray dry 
before children or pets enter the 
treated area. 


on roots of com plants, causing 
severe lodging if left unchecked. 
While resistance to insecticides 
Is not 
widespread in 
Ohio, 
Musick 
expects it to begin 
showing up where aldrin or 
heptachlor have been used on 
the same fields for five years 
or longer. 
The entomologist says that 
one of the most effective ways 
of preventing corn rootworm 
losses and avoiding buildup of 
resistance is to follow a crop 
rotation in which com docs not 
follow corn. This might be a 
corn-soybean * com rotation or 
some other system. This bro&ks 
the life cycle of the rootworm 
in that particular field. 
The 
o t h e r 
alternative 
suggested by Musick Is that 
when farmers follow a con­ 
tinuous com cropping system, 
they 
switch 
to 
an 
organic 
phosphate 
or carbamate 
in­ 
secticide. A number of these 
compounds 
have 
proven 
ef­ 
fective for rootworm control in 
Research Center tests. They 
include 
diaslnon or 
phorate 
(Thimet) at a rate of I pound 
of actual chemical per acre; or 
a 3-4 pound of active ingredient 
per acre treatment with Bux- 
Ten, 
Dasanit, 
Dvfonate 
or 
Ftiradan. These are all granular 
formulations. 
Some of these chemicals are 
toxic 
to 
the 
corn 
seed. 
Therefore, they should not be 
placed e s the seed furrow at 
planting 
time. The grannies 
should be applied in a fi-7-lnch 
band on the soil surface Just 
ahead of the planter press wheel. 
Unlike aldrin and heptachlor, 
these chemicals will not give 
satisfactory control of other soil 
insects which may attack com. 
Farmers in cornbell states 
west of Ohio have a tougher 
time 
controlling 
rootworm s. 
Another species of the insect, 


the western corn rootworm. Ls 
highly resistant lo aldrin and 
heptachlor and has shown signs 
of developing resistance to the 
newer compound. 
♦ * * 


THE western corn rootworm 
first damaged irrigated corn in 
Nebraska in the late 1950’s and 
began a steady spread east­ 
ward. It has spread throughout 
Iowa, Missouri, and has gained 
a foothold in western Indiana 
counties. So far, Musick says, 
it has not been found in Ohio. 
More detailed information on 
control of the northern com 
rootworm is presented in Ex­

(AP) — The United Nations 
marked B’s 24th brithday Friday 
with a show of U.S.-Soviet ac­ 
cord and a wanting from Secre­

In a U N. Day message. Thant 
told delegates of the 126 mem­ 
ber nations that “ we have not 
done nearly enough to reach the 
goals .solemnly proclaim ed” in 
San Francisco in 1§45. 
“ The scourge of war is still 
with us,” he said. “The arm a­ 
ments race continues under its 
own mad momentum. Human 
rights are being flagrantly vio­ 
lated in southern Africa and in 
many other parts of the world.” 
General Assembly President 
Angie Brooks of Liberia also de­ 
cried the existence of w^ar, pov­ 
erty and oppression but noted 
that “ the last 24 years have 
been survived without a major 
holocaust.”

Border Tax For U.S. 


Commerce Secretary Maurice Stans’ 
call for enactment of a value-added 
tax on imported goods is a surprising 
reaction to the knowledge that the 
United States has been losing ground 
In recent years in international trade. 
U. S. exports have been rising, but 
Imports 
have 
been growing 
more 
rapidly. 
Several American 
industries 
are 
particularly hard hit by increasing 
imports from low-wage countries such 
as Japan. The value-added tax, which 
is one of the few trade restrictions 
p e r mitted 
under 
the 
General 
Agreement on Trade and Tariffs, is 
a common 
device 
in 
Europe 
and 
elsewhere, but is not being used at 


present by the U.S. 
Similar to a sales tax, the value- 
added tax is levied on the value added 
to the manufactured product at each 
level of the manufacturing process. In 
the case of an imported item, it would 
be computed on the total value of the 
article at the border. Many countries, 
including members of t he Common 
Market, add such a tax to American 
products crossing their borders. 
Until other nations drop such taxes 
on American products, the U.S. should 
not accord them the dual advantage 
ot both lower wages and higher taxes. 
The essence of free trade is that trading 
conditions set arbitrarily by govern­ 
ment must be equal.

The American obsession with image, 
which is a current word for status, 
has pushed many square pegs into 
round holes. Frequently young men 
choose a career by the collar rather 
than by their aptitude for the work. 
This is the explanation that J. Stuart

McElroy Losing Favor

John McElroy, chief aide to 
Gov. Jamec A. Rhodes, may no 
longer be the advisor closest to 
the governor. 
Press Secretary James Duerk 
and Finance Director Howard 
Collier are being counted on 
more and more for advice. 
Duerk, a onetime Defiance 
newsman who has been on the 
governor's staff less than a 
year, was formerly the public 
relations man for the Ohio Re­ 
publican Party. 
He travels with Rhodes and 
originally advised him mainly 
on press relations. Bu this role 
has been expanded since. 
McElroy, in recent months, 
has been without knowledge of 
some actions by Rhodes, Duerk 
or Collier. 
When a political decision is in 
the making. Collier and Duerk 
are usually in the governor's 
office. He has relied on them 
more heavily since the Lift 
magazine article last Spring. 
The magazine sent two re­ 
porters 
to 
Columbus 
after 
Rhodes commuted the life sen­ 
tence of onetime Toledo mob­ 
ster Thomas (Yonnie) Licavoll. 
They said they were probing 
that 
matter when 
they un­ 
covered information that re­ 
sulted in the article saying 
Rhodes had manipulated cam­ 
paign funds for his own use and 
had income tax problems with 
the federal government. 
McElroy had suggested the 
commutation of Licavoli’s sen­ 
tence. Rhodes reportedly fol­ 
lowed the advice reluctantly. 
While Gov. James A. Rhodes 
was in Willoughby this week to 
promote Coho salmon fishing he 
was 
presented 
several 
gifts, 
including a wind-up decoy duck. 
“I hope,” he joked, ‘‘this isn’t 
a reference to a lame duck 
governor.

Rhodes said he would ask Nat­ 
ural Resources Director Fred 
Morr to look into the possibility 
of making a state scenic park 
along the picturesque banks of 
the Chagrin River at Willough­ 
by. 
The idea was mentioned to 
him while Rhodes was on a Co­ 
to salmon promotion trip there. 
Rhodes had no luck during 
a half-hour of casting for Coho. 
But he spent some time tramp­ 
ing more than a mile of the river 
bank. 
He seemed impressed with 
what he saw.

Lt. Gov. John Brown’s friends 
are giving odds that the 
Me­

decides to enter the guberna­ 
torial primary.

torial candidate. He has met 
with some success in his probe 
of narcotics traffic in Ohio and 
is branching out with investiga­ 
tion of other areas of crime. 
State Auditor Roger Cloud con­ 
tinues a brisk speaking sched­ 
ule around Ohio. He hasn’t an­ 
nounced for any office but it is 
a safe bet he is looking hard 
at the governor’s chair. 
James A. Rhodes is barred by 
law' from seeking re-election as 
governor and is expected to run 
for the U. S. Senate. 
State Treasurer John Herbert 
is reported to be thinking of 
political advancement but ap­ 
pears to be uncertain about 
seeking the governor’s office. 
Edwin G. Lawton, the Colum­ 
bus office worker who announc­ 
ed as a Republican candidate 
for governor, says he is twitch­ 
ing to the independent ticket. He 
charged that professional politi­ 
cians want only party hacks in 
office so they can exercise con­ 
trol of the offices. 
In another primary race, there 
is growing speculation that Rep. 
Robert Sweeney may seek the 
Democratic nomination for gov­ 
ernor. If he does he already has 
support from three down-state 
county Democratic chairmen.

Senate OKs 
Benefit Hike 
For Soldiers 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Senate approved a 46 per cent 
hike in veterans’ educational 
benefits Thursday—an increase 
President 
Nixon 
has 
called 
“excessive” and “inflationary.” 
The bill won a 77-0 victory and 
was sent to conferees who will 
attempt to reach a compromise 
between the Senate version and 
the 27 per cent hike in benefits 
approved earlier by the House. 
In the meantime speculation 
is mounting that the President 
will exercise his veto power for 
the first time since taking office 
if the 46 per cent figure isn’t 
lowered. 
Sen. John J. Williams, R-Del., 
said if conferees don’t cut bene­ 
fits below those in the Senate 
bill “the President will have no 
choice but to veto it and I think 
that veto would be sustained.” 
The Senate bill would be ret­ 
roactive to Sept. I and would 
raise the monthly payment for a 
single veteran attending college 
full-time from $130 to $190. The 
House version would raise bene­ 
fits to $165. 
Under the Senate version ben­ 
efits for a veteran with two de­ 
pendents would go from $175 to 
$240. 
Nixon told Yarborough a 15 
per cent hike in benefits would 
be in line with nationwide in­ 
creases in 
educational costs 
since veterans benefits were 
last revised. 
A 15 per cent increase would 
bring single veterans’ monthly 
payments from $130 to $149.50.

SAN DIEGO, Calif. (AP)—A 
North Vietnamese negotiator at 
Paris has written to a San Diego 
State College coed, whose broth­ 
er is a prisoner of war. The let­ 
ter said: “I am glad you got the 
news about your brother.” 
The coed, Virginia Nasmyth, 
20, said the letter apparently is 
the first of its kind received by 
the family of a captured U.S. 
serviceman. 
Virginia said Friday she re­ 
ceived the brief letter Tuesday 
from Xuan Oanh, a representa­ 
tive of North Vietnam at the 
Paris peace talks. 
Her brother, Air Force Capt. 
John Nasmyth, was shot down 
in an F4 Phantom jet fighter on 
a mission near Hanoi Sept. 4, 
1966 and was listed as missing. 
Virginia went to Paris in Au­ 
gust to seek information and 
had an interview with Oanh. She j 
described him as “polite, but | 
very evasive” when she asked I 
about her brother. 
But just after she returned I 
home, she and her family were 
told by the Air Force that John 
was alive and a prisoner, a re­ 
port provided by one of three 
U.S. prisoners released by Ha­ 
noi in August.
